Sir, — I am  directed  by  the  Commander-in-Chief  to 
inform  you  that  it  has  been  brought  to  his  notice  that, 
on  the. conclusion  of  the  recent  War  in  South  Africa, 
a large  number  of  Boer  families  found,  on  returning  to 
tlieir  farms,  that  their  family  Bildes  had  disappeared. 

It  appears  that  the  Boer  inhabitants  of  the  South 
African  Colonies  set  great  store  by  their  family  Bibles, 
which  often  contain  family  records  of  some  antiquity 
and  even  in  some  cases  are  the  only  repository  of  such 


records  in  consequence  of  the  unavoidable  destruction 
of  church  registers. 

.Lord  Roberts  feels  sure  that  if  any  persons  have  in 
their  possession  any  of  these  Bibles  they  will  willingly 
return  them  when  they  learn  how  they  are  valued  by 
their  former  possessors  and  he  thinks  it  unnecessary 
to  emphasise  how  much  such  a kindly  act  would  be 
appreciated  by  our  new  fellow  subjects. 

He  therefore  wishes  it  to  be  known  as  widely  as 
possible  among  all  officers  and  soldiers  who  are  now 
serving  or  have  been  retired,  discharged  or  relegated

Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

Rule  59. 

All  applications  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  -wdthin  the  purview  of 
the  “British  North  America  Act,  1867, ’’whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railway,  Tram- 
way, Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal, 
Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work ; the  granting 
of  a right  of  Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
othei-wdse  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com- 
munity, or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a like  nature 
to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  a Notice,  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the 
application  and,  where  the  application  refers  to  any 
proposed  work,  indicating  generally  the  location  of  the 
work,  and  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicants, 
such  notice  to  be  published  as  follows : — 

In  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one  news- 
paper published  in  the  District  affected,  or  if  there  be 
no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper 
in  the  next  nearest  District  in  which  a newspaper  is 
published. 

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for  a 
period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the  interval  of 
time  between  the  close  of  the  next  preceding  Session 
and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition,  and  copies  of 
such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such 
notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  to  be  filed  amongst 
the  records  of  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

57.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be  received 
by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of  each  Session, 
nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented  to  the  House 
after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session,  nor  may 
any  Report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon 
a Private  Bill  be  received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of 
each  Session,  and  no  Motion  for  the  suspension  or 
modification  of  this  Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the 
House  until  the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the 
Committee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made 
thereof  at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the 
Standing  Committees  charged  with  consideration  of 
Private  Bills,  wlio  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House. 
And  if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as 
aforesaid  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  tor 
which  the  Petition  lias  been  received  after  the  time 
hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay  double 
the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposi 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to  the 
House,  together  with  the  notices  published.  At  the 
time  of  depositing  the  Bill,  the  applicant  shall  also 
pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  a sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars.  If  a copy  of  the  Bill,  Petition  and  notices 
shall  not  have  been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  at  least  eight  days  before  the 
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opening  of  the  Session,  and  if  tlie  Petition  has  not 
been  presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred 
dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading  one- 
half  of  the  fees  paid  shall  he  returned. 

60.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to  bring  in 
a Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a d'oll  Bridge,  is 
received  by  the  House,  the  person  or  persons  intending 
to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall,  upon  giving  the  notice 
prescribed  by  rule  59,  also  at  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  manner,  give  notice  of  the  rates  which 
they  intend  to  ask,  the  extent  of  the  privilege,  the 
height  of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abut- 
ments or  piers  for  the  passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and 
mentioning  also  whether  they  intend  to  erect  a draw- 
bridge or  not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

61.  All  Private  Bills  tor  Acts  of  Incorporation  shall 
be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference  the  clauses 
of  the  Oeneral  Acts  relating  to  the  details  to  be  pro- 
vided for  by  such  Bills; — Special  grounds  shall  be 
established  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  provisions 
as  to  such  details,  and  a note  shall  be  appended  to  the 
Bill  indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
General  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills 
which  are  not  framed  in  accordance  with  this  Rule 
shall  be  re-cast  by  the  promoters  and  re-printed  at 
their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 

65.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the  par- 
ties applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in  Small  Pica 
type,  twenty -six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on  good  paper,  in 
imperial  octavo  form,  each  jiage  when  folded  measur- 
ing lOf  inches  by  7^  inches.  There  shall  he  a marginal 

umber  every  fifth  line  of  each  page  ; the  numbering 
of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the 
lines  of  each  page  are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Two 
hiutdred  copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  during 
its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Private  Bills,  or 
through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be  reprinted  by  the 
promoters  thereof. 

By  new  Rule  65a,  passed  on  the  2nd  April,  1901 
{see  Journals,  1901,  page  58),  a model  form  of  Railway 
Bill  i adopted.

BY-LAW  No.  454. 


A Jiy-laic  to  provide  for  the  regiiintion  of  Mountain 
View  Cetnetery. 

WHEREAS  it  is  advisable  to  provide  for  the  regu- 
lation of  Mountain  View  Cemetery  : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Mayor  and  Council,  in 
open  meeting  assembled,  as  follows  : — 

1.  Lots  576,  641  and  part  of  6.35,  Group  1,  New 
Westminster  District,  now  used  as  a Cemetery,  to- 
gether with  any  additional  lands  adjacent  thereto 
which  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  acquii-ed  by  the 
Corporation  of  the  City  of  Vancouver  for  Cemetery 
jiurposes,  shall  be  called  or  known  as  “ Mountain  View 
Cemetery  ” and  shall  not  be  used  for  any  other  purpose. 

2.  The  words  “ Health  Committee,”  “Clerk,”  and 
“ Caretaker  ” herein  shall  mean  and  refer  to  the  Health 
Committee,  the  City  Clerk  .and  the  Caretaker  of  the 
Cemetery,  respectively,  for  the  time  being  appointed 
by  the  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of 
V.ancouver. 

3.  The  term  “ Holder  ” of  a lot  or  lots  shall  include 
and  mean  any  person  or  persons,  society  or  corpora- 
tion to  whom  a licence  or  licences  to  use  the  same  for 
burial  purposes  has  or  have  been  granted  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  by-law. 

Lots. 

4.  The  Corpioration  of  the  City  of  Vancouver  will 
grant  to  any  person  or  persons  paying  the  fees  there- 
for, according  to  the  scale  of  fees  hereinafter  provided 
for  in  section  18  of  this  by-law,  a licence  for  the 
exclusive  use  by  him,  her  or  theirexecutorsor  adminis- 
trators, of  any  lot  or  lots  which  may  be  vacant  and 
unlicensed  in  the  said  Cemetery,  and  upon  payment  of 
the  fees,  such  person  or  persons  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  a licence  in  the  form  “A”  attfiched  to  this 
by-law. 

5.  The  licence  referred  to  in  the  last  preceding 
section  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  by-law 
and  the  regulations  that  may  be  from  time  to  time 
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passod  by  the  City  Council  relating  to  the  same,  and 
which  said  regulations  shall  apply  to  every  portion  of 
the  Cemetery,  unless  otherwise  provided. 

Tkanskeh  of  Lots. 

G.  If  the  holder  of  any  lot  or  lots  in  any  portion  of 
the  Cemetery  shall  at  any  time  have  no  use  for  and  be 
desirous  of  disposing  of  or  transferring  the  same  to 
another,  he  or  she  shall  first  obtain  the  consent  in 
writing  of  the  Health  Committee,  and  furnish  the  Clerk 
with  full  particulars  as  to  the  name,  address,  occupa- 
tion or  other  description  of  the  party  to  wlioni  such 
disposal  or  transfer  is  desired  to  bo  made,  and  the  con-

7.  The  consent,  if  granted  by  the  Committee,  shall  be 
recorded  by  the  Clerk  with  particulars  in  the  book  to 
be  kept  for  that  purpose. 

Interments. 

8.  All  applications  with  respect  to  interments  are  to 
be  made  to  the  Clerk  each  day  between  the  hours  of 
9 a.  m.  and  5 p.  m.  ,or  all  days  of  the  week  except 
Saturdays,  when  application  must  be  made  between 
the  hours  of  9 a.  m.  and  12  a.  m.,  and  except  on  Sun- 
days and  public  holidays,  when  the  office  will  be  closed. 

9.  All  applications  made  between  the  hours  of  12  a. 
m.  on  Saturdays  and  9 a.  in.  on  Mondays  or  on  public 
holidays  are  to  be  made  to  the  Chief  of  i’olice,  and  all 
applications  required  to  be  made  with  respect  to  the 
interment  of  any  person  or  persons  dying  of  any  infec- 
tious disease  are  to  be  made  to  the  Medical  Health 
Officer  of  the  said  Corporation.

11.  All  rates  or  fees  authorised  to  be  charged  by  this 
by-law  are  to  be  paid  in  advance  to  the  Clerk. 

12.  Persons  making  application  for  an  interment 
must  give  to  the  Clerk,  Chief  of  Police  or  Medical 
Health  Officer,  as  the  case  may  be,  a statement  of  the 
name,  age,  date  of  death  of  the  deceased,  cause  of 
death,  certified  to  by  the  Coroner  or  duly  qualified 
Medical  Practitioner,  and  such  other  information  as 
may  be  reasonably  required. 

13.  Permits  for  burials  must  be  obtained  at  least  24 
hours  before  an  interment  can  take  place,  except  in  the 
case  of  a person  dying  of  an  infectious  disease. 

14.  In  cases  of  poverty,  the  Mayor,  or  acting  Mayor, 
will  consider  and  decide  on  applications  for  the  remis- 
sion of  fees  in  whole  or  in  part  ; such  decision  shall  be 
given  in  writing  to  the  Clerk,  signed  by  either  of 
them,  or  in  case  of  his  absence  from  the  City,  or  of  his 
illness,  by  any  member  of  the  Committee. 

15.  No  grave  shall  be  dug  or  vault  or  brick  grave 
opened  for  interment  or  otherwise  by  any  person  other 
than  the  Caretaker  or  his  Assistant  duly  authorised  by 
him. 

Fees  Payable. 

16.  When  one  or  more  interment  is  made  in  the  same 
grave  the  last  interment  shall  have  at  least  four  feet 
of  earth  between  the  coffin  or  grave  box  and  the  surface 
of  the  lot.

20.  The  Medical  Health  Officer  for  the  time  being  of 
the  said  Corporation  shall  furnish  the  Caretaker  with 
definite  instructions  respecting  interments  in  these 
cases,  and  the  Caretaker  or  duly  authorised  Assistant 
acting  on  his  behalf  shall  follow  such  instructions 
carefully  and  minutely  in  making  such  interments. 

21.  Every  application  for  permision  to  inter  the 
body  of  any  person  shall  be  accompanied  by  a certifi- 
cate of  a duly  qualified  Medical  Practitioner,  setting 
forth  clearly  his  opinion  as  to  cause  of  death. 

22.  The  following  will  be  considered  as  infectious 
diseases : — Small-pox,  Asiatic  cholera,  diphtheria, 
typhus  fever,  scarlatina,  scarlet  fever,  bubonic  plague, 
and  such  others  as  may  hereafter  be  designated  by 
the  Board  of  Health  or  the  Medical  Health  Officer. 

23  The  gates  are  open  for  entrance  at  7 a.  m.,  and 
closed  every  evening  at  sunset.

shall  pay  as  its  fair  share  of  the  cost  of  such  work  in 
the  following  manner,  that  is  to  say  : — 

(a.)  The  amount  of  the  cost  of  such  work  shall  be 
assessed  against  the  land  comprised  in  the  area  imme- 
diately benefited  thereby  : 

(b.)  The  proportion  of  said  amount  such  religions 
body  or  denomination,  friendly  society,  or  association 
of  people,  holding  or  having  jurisdiction  over  any 
block  or  blocks  of  land  in  the  said  area,  shall  be 
required  to  pay  in  any  case  shall  be  a sum  of  money 
having  the  same  ratio  to  the  entire  coat  of  the  work  as 
the  area  of  the  said  block  or  blocks  bears  to  the  area 
immediately  benefited  by  the  work  :

issue  a permit  in  such  cases,  and  charge  therefor  a fee 
of  one  dollar  in  each  case. 

29.  No  person  shall  wrongfully  remove  or  disturb, 
or  attempt  to  remove  or  disturb,  any  body,  or  the 
remains  of  any  body,  or  any  part  of  any  liody,  from 
any  grave  or  tomb. 

30.  Any  person  who  willfully  destroys,  mutilates, 
defaces,  injures  or  removes  any  tomb,  monument, 
gravestone  or  other  structure  ])laced  in  the  Cemetery, 
or  of  any  tomb,  monument,  gravestone  or  other  struc- 
ture aforesaid,  or  lot  within  tlie  Cemetery,  or  wilfully 
destroys,  cuts,  breaks  or  injures  any  shrub  or  jilant,  or 
plays  at  any  game  or  sport,  or  (liscl.argcs  firearms 
(save  at  a military  funeral),  or  who  wilfully  and  un- 
lawfully disturbs  persons  assemliled  for  the  purpose  of 
burying  a body  therein,  or  who  commits  a nuisance,  or 
any  time  behaves  in  an  imlecent  and  unseemly  manner, 
or  deposits  any  rubbish  or  offensive  matter  or  thing  in 
the  Cemetery,  or  in  any  way  violates  any  grave,  tomb, 
tombstone,  vault  or  other  structure  within  the  same, 
shall  be  subject  to  the  penalties  of  this  by-law. 

31.  A separate  account  of  all  moneys  received  under 
the  provisions  of  this  by-law,  and  all  moneys  expended 
hereunder,  shall  be  kept  by  the  Accountant,  and  any 
surplus  remaining  of  receipts  over  expenditure  shall  be 
paid  at  the  end  of  the  financial  year  into  a fund  to  be 
known  as  “ The  Cemetery  Fund,’'  and  tlie  same  shall 
be  invested  by  the  Finance  Committee  in  the  purchase 


of  City  debentures,  or  on  mortgages  of  real  property, 
and  the  interest  derived  from  such  investments  shall 
be  expended  in  the  np-keep  and  care  of  Cemetery 
grounds. 

32.  Any  person  convicted  of  a breach  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  by-law  shall  forfeit  and  pay,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  convicting  Magistrate,  a penalty  not 
exceeding  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  and  costs  for 
each  offence,  and  in  default  of  payment  and  corts  forth- 
with, the  said  penalty  and  costs,  or  costs  only,  may  be 
levied  by  distresses  and  sale  of  the  goods  and  chattels 
of  the  offender,  and  in  case  of  there  being  no  distress 
found  out  of  which  such  penalty  can  be  levied,  the 
convicting  Magistrate  may  commit  the  offender  to  the 
common  gaol,  at  the  City  of  Vancouver,  with  or  with- 
out hard  labour,  for  any  period  not  exceeding  six 
calendar  months,  unless  the  said  penalty  and  costs  be 
sooner  paid. 

This  by-law  may  be  cited  as  the  “Mountain  ^ iew 
Cemetery  By-law.”

Made  and  published  under  authority  of  Section  7 of  the  Horti- 
cultural Board  Act.”

Title. 

1.  These  Regulations  may  be  cited  as  the  “ Horticultural  Regulations.” 

Definitions. 

2.  In  these  Regulations  the  word  “ pests  ” shall  mean  and  include  woolly  aphis, 
apple  tree  aphis,  scaly  bark  louse,  oyster  shell  bark  louse,  San  Jose  scale,  red  scale, 
borers,  codlin  moths,  currant  worms,  caterpillars,  or  other  known  injurious  insects, 
and  all  fungous  diseases.  “ The  Board  ” shall  mean  the  Provincial  Board  of  Horti- 
culture. 

Notification  of  the  presence  of  Pests. 

3.  All  nurserymen,  fruit-growers,  and  all  persons  owning,  occupying  or  managing 
an  orchard,  garden  or  nursery  infected  with  any  pest,  shall  notify  tlie  member  of  the 
Board  for  the  district  in  which  such  orchard,  garden,  or  nursery  is  located,  or  the 
Secretary  or  Inspector,  or  the  agent  of  the  Board  in  the  district,  of  the  fact  that  such 
orchard,  garden,  or  nursery  is  so  infected. 

Inspection  of  Nursery  Stock. 

4.  All  imjwrters,  agents  for  importers  or  consignees  of  nursery  stock,  trees  or 
plants,  must  give  notice  to  the  Inspector  of  Fruit  Pests,  upon  the  arrival  of  any  nursery 
stock,  trees,  or  plants,  before  the  removal  of  such  nursery  stock,  trees,  or  plants  from 
any  dock,  wharf,  mole,  station,  or  warehouse  where  such  nursery  stock,  trees,  or  plants 
have  been  landed,  and  if  such  nursery  stock,  trees,  or  plants  are  found  to  be  free  of 
insect  pests  and  fungous  diseases,  the  said  Inspector  of  Fruit  Pests  shall  issue  a certi- 
ficate to  that  effect ; and  all  such  nursery  stock,  trees,  or  plants,  if  found  to  be  infected 
with  any  insect  pest  or  fungous  disease,  shall  be  dealt  with  according  to  the  Rules 
and  Regulations  of  the  Board.  All  dealers,  nurserymen,  or  persons  selling  or  distributino- 
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nursery  stock,  trees,  or  plants  for  which  no  clean  certificate  is  in  force  shall,  before 
distributing  or  oftering  for  sale  any  article  above  mentioned,  notify  the  member  of 
the  Board,  his  agent  or  representative,  in  whose  district  any  such  article  is  found,  or 
the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  or  the  Inspector  of  Fruit  Pests,  who  shall  inspect,  or  cause 
to  be  inspected,  such  nursery  stock,  trees,  or  plants,  and  if  they  are  found  to  be  free 
from  pests  shall  issue  a certificate  to  the  owner  or  person  in  charge,  stating  that  said 
articles  appear  to  be  free  from  pests.  Such  certificate  shall  be  in  force  for  three 
months  from  date  of  issue,  unless  revoked  by  further  inspection. 

Disinfection  of  Nursery  Stock,  Trees  and  Plants. 

5.  All  persons  owning  or  having  in  their  possession  nursery  stock,  or  trees  and 
plants  of  any  kind,  infected  with  insect  pests  or  fungous  disease,  shall  cause  the  same 
to  be  disinfected  and  cleansed  by  using  the  remedies  herein  prescribed,  or  such  other 
insecticides  and  fungicides  as  may  be  found  eftective,  and  are  approved  by  a member 
of  the  Board  or  the  Inspector  of  Fruit  Pests,  and  no  such  inspected  nursery  stock,  trees 
or  plants  shall  be  sold,  forwarded,  distributed  or  parted  Avith  until  a certificate  of  the 
satisfactory  cleansing  thereof  shall  have  been  obtained  from  a member  of  the  Board 
or  his  agent,  or  the  Inspector  of  Fruit  Pests.  Any  member  of  the  Board,  or  the 
Inspector  of  Fruit  Pests,  may  order  the  destruction,  by  rooting  out  and  burning,  of  all 
infected  nursery  stock,  trees,  or  plants  of  any  kind,  if,  in  the  opinion  of  such  member 
of  the  Board  or  Inspector  of  Fruit  Pests,  such  a course  is  considered  expedient  in  the 
interests  of  the  fruit-groAving  industry. 

Inspection  of  Imj)orted  Fruit. 

6.  All  importers,  agents  for  importers  or  consignees  of  fruit  must  give  notice  to  a 

member  of  the  Board,  the  InsjDector  of  Fruit  Pests,  or  any  agent  appointed  by  the 
Board,  upon  the  arrival  of  any  and  all  shipments  of  fruit ; and  all  fruit  and  fruit 
packages  imported  into  this  Province  shall  be  inspected,  and  if  found  to  be  free  from 
insect  pests  and  fungous  disease  a clean  certificate  shall  be  issued  therefor  in  conformity 
Avith  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Board ; Provided,  hoAveA^er,  that  no  fruit  or 
fruit  packages  imported  into  this  Province  shall  be  removed  from  any  dock,  AAdiarf, 
mole,  or  station  Avhere  such  fruit  and  fruit  packages  have  been  landed,  before  inspection, 
and  such  clean  certificate  thereof  shall  ha  Am  been  obtained,  and  all  such  fruit  and  fruit 
packages  as  may  be  found  infected  Avith  any  insect  pest  or  fungous  disease  shall  be 
either  destroyed  by  the  importers  thereof,  by  such  process  and  Avithin  such  time  as  any 
member  of  the  Board,  the  Inspector  of  Fruit  Pests,  or  any  agent  appointed  by  the 
Board,  may  direct,  or  shall  be  re-shipped,  Avithin  such  time  as  any  member  of  the  Board, 
the  Inspector  of  Fruit  Pests,  or  any  agent  appointed  by  the  Board,  may  direct,  by  the 
importers  thereof,  to  some  point  Avithout  the  Province  : Provided,  hoAvever,  that  fruit 

Avhich  has  been  condemned  shall  not  be  transported  through  the  Province.  Packages 
containing  infected  fruit  shall  be  marked  Avith  a distinct! Am  mark  or  brand  at  the  time 
of  the  inspection  thereof  by  the  inspecting  officer.  It  shall  be  an  offence  against  the 
Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Board  of  Horticulture  to  deface  or  remoAm  such  mark  or 
brand. 

Inspection  of  Imported  and  Ilome-groivn  Fruit. 

7.  All  fruit,  Avhcther  imported  or  groAvn  in  this  Province,  or  exposed  for  sale,  shall 
be  subject  to  inspection  under  the  authority  of  the  Board,  and  if  found  to  be  infected 
Avith  any  injurious  insect  pest  or  fungous  disease  shall  be  quarantined,  or  inaA^  be 
destroyed  at  the  expense  of  the  OAvner  of  said  fruit,  by  such  methods  as  the  Board  or 
its  agents  may  direct.  Packages  containing  (juarantined  fruit  shall  be  marked  Avith  a 
distinctive  mark  or  brand  at  the  time  of  the  inspection  thereof  by  the  inspecting 
officer.  It  shall  be  an  offence  against  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Board  of 
Horticulture  to  deface  or  remove  such  mark  or  brand. 

Stencilling  and.  Labelling. 

8.  All  persons  sliippingq  sending  or  delivering  any  fruit,  fruit  trees,  scions,  cuttings, 
or  plants  Avithin  the  Province  shall  place  upon  or  securely  attach  to  each  box,  crate, 
or  other  package  or  parcel  containing  the  same,  a distinct  stamp,  mark,  or  label  shoAving 
the  name  of  the  producer  and  shipper  or  sender,  and  the  locality  Avherc  groAvn. 
Boxes  and  barrels  containing  fruit  shall  be  stencilled  or  stamped  accordingly  Avith 
letters  not  less  than  three-(juarters  of  an  inch  in  length. 
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Treatment  of  Nursery  Stock. 

9.  All  infected  nursery  stock  shall,  before  being  distrilmted,  be  disinfected  l>y 
dipping  in  a solution  of  one  pound  caustic  soda  (concentrated  lye)  and  one  pound 
whale-oil  soap  to  every  five  Imperial  gallons  of  water,  thoroughly  dissolved,  and  applied 
at  130°  Fahrenheit  in  a vat  or  any  suitable  vessel,  or  the  said  nursery  stock  may  be 
disinfected  by  covering  with  an  air-tight  tent  oi‘  box,  and  for  each  and  every  100 
cubic  feet  of  space  therein  one  ounce  of  fused  cyanide  ol  potassium  (58  per  cent.),  one 
Huid  ounce  of  sulphuric  acid,  and  three  Iluid  ounces  of  water  shall  be  used.  3’he  cyanide 
of  potassium  shall  be  placed  in  an  earthenware  vessel,  the  water  poui-ed  over  the  said 
cyanide  of  potassium,  afterwards  adding  sulphuric  acid,  and  the  tent  oi‘  box  to  I)C 
immediately  closed  tightly  and  allowed  to  remain  closed  for  not  less  than  forty-live 
minutes.  Treatment  for  disinfection  shall  continue  until  all  insect  pests  or  their  larva 
are  destroyed. 

Remedies. 


10.  For  the  extirpation  of  the  “ woolly  aphis  ” and  other  insect  pests,  the  Board 
has  adopted  the  following  formulae,  which  are  found  to  be  effectual  in  the  States  of 
California,  Oregon  and  Washington : — 

Spray  No.  1. 

(Winter  Spray  for  Woolly  Aphis  and  Scale  Insects.) 

Incfredients. 


Lime,  unslacked 30  lbs. 

Sulphur,  powdered  . 20  ti 

Salt,  coarse 15  n 

Water 60  gals. 


Directions. 

Place  10  pounds  of  lime  and  20  pounds  of  sulphur  in  a boiler  with  20  gallons  of 
water,  and  boil  over  a brisk  fire  for  two  hours,  until  the  sulphur  is  thoroughly 
dissolved.  It  will  then  be  amber-coloured.  Next  place  20  pounds  of  lime  in  a cask 
and  pour  water  enough  over  it  to  thoroughly  slack  it.  Add  the  salt.  When  dissolved, 
add  to  the  lime  and  sulphur  and  boil  half  an  hour  longer.  Add  enough  water  to  make 
60  gallons.  Apply  lukewarm. 

Directions  for  use. 

Spray  when  the  trees  are  dormant,  or  as  soon  as  the  leaves  fall,  and  again  in  the 
spring  before  the  buds  swell.  A good  force-pump  should  be  used,  and  care  must  be 
taken  to  thoroughly  cover  the  infected  trees  with  the  mixture,  which  should  be 
constantly  stirred  when  applying. 

The  above  preparation  can  be  obtained  in  solid  form,  requiring  only  the  addition 
of  water  to  be  ready  for  use,  and,  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  preparation,  the  Board 
advises  the  adoption  of  this  method.  Care  should  be  taken  to  add  the  necessary 
quantity  of  water  to  rediice  the  mixture  to  the  strength  recommended  above. 

Note. — To  ensure  freedom  from  lumps,  it  is  advisable  to  pass  the  mixture  through 
a wire  sieve  or  strainer.  Nozzles  which  are  self-cleaning  and  adjustable,  such  as  the 
“ Improved  Bean  ” and  “ Bordeaux,”  are  best  adapted  for  distributing  this  and  other 
spraying  mixtures  which  contain  a considerable  amount  of  solid  matter. 

Spray  No. 

(Summer  Spray  for  Aphis.) 

Ingredients. 


Quassia  chips  8 lbs. 

Whale  oil  soap 7 ,, 

Water 100  gals. 


Directions. 

Boil  the  quassia  chips  in  about  one  gallon  of  water  to  each  pound  quassia  chips 
for  one  hour.  Dissolve  the  soap  in  hot  or  boiling  water ; strain  and  mix  both  together, 
and  add  the  required  amount  of  water  to  make  100  gallons  altogether. 

To  be  used  with  spray  pump  with  as  much  force  as  possible.  This  is  the  standard 
remedy  for  aphis  in  hop  yards,  and  has  given  good  results  against  other  forms  of 
aphides  wherever  tried,  with  no  injury  to  foliage. 
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Spray  No.  If. 

(Bordeax  Mixture  for  Apple-scab  and  other  Fungous  Diseases.) 

Ingredients. 


Sulphate  of  copper  (bluestone) 4 lbs. 

Fresh  unslacked  lime 4 n 

Water 50  gals. 


Directions. 

In  a barrel  place  25  gallons  of  water.  Weigh  out  4 pounds  of  sulphate  of  copper ; 
then  tie  the  same  in  a coarse  gunny-sack  and  suspend  it  just  beneath  the  surface  of 
the  water.  By  tying  the  bag  to  a stick  laid  across  the  top  of  the  barrel,  no  further 
attention  will  be  required. 

In  another  vessel  slack  the  4 pounds  of  lime,  using  care  in  order  to  obtain  a very 
smooth  paste  free  from  grit  and  small  lumps.  To  accomplish  this,  it  is  best  to  add 
oidy  a small  quantity  of  water  at  first,  say  two  or  three  pints.  When  the  lime  begins 
to  crumble  and  the  water  disappears,  add  more  water  gradually. 

If  added  carefully  and  slowly  a smooth  paste  will  be  obtained,  provided  the  lime 
is  of  good  quality.  Then  add  sufficient  water  to  bring  the  whole  up  to  25  gallons. 

When  the  copper  sulphate  is  entirely  dissolved  and  the  lime  cool,  pour  the  lime, 
milk  and  copper  sulphate  solution  slowly  together  in  a barrel,  and  stir  well  with  a 
broad  wooden  paddle  to  ensure  perfect  freedom  from  lumps  of  lime ' it  is  often  neces- 
sary to  pass  the  whole  mixture  through  a fine  wire  seive  or  strainer  before  commencing 
to  spray.  For  apple  and  pear-scab,  spray  before  the  buds  open.  Repeat  before  the 
blossoms  expand,  and  again  after  the  blossoms  fall.  If  necessary,  repeat  again  in  ten 
days’  time ; this  will  depend  upon  weather  conditions  and  variety  of  fruit  treated. 

The  Vermorel  nozzle,  which  distributes  the  spray  in  a mist-like  foam,  is  probably 
the  best  for  use  with  this  mixture. 

Spray  No.  8. — Hellebore. 

(For  Pear  and  Cherry  Slugs,  Gooseberry  and  Currant  Worms.) 

For  use  with  spray  pump,  take  1 ounce  hellebore  to  1 gallon  of  water.  Steep 
the  hellebore  in  one  pint  of  boiling  water  for  an  hour,  then  add  the  balance  of  water, 
cold.  Hellebore  is,  however,  generally  used  in  the  powder  form,  dusted  on  the  trees 
or  plants  treated.  A machine  for  the  purpose  is  the  best  method  of  using  it  on  a 
large  scale.  In  all  cases  care  should  be  taken  to  get  fresh  hellebore  to  ensure  satis- 
factory results. 

Spray  No.  9. — Paris  Green  Spray. 

(For  Codlin  Moth,  Caterpillars  and  other  Leaf -eating  Insects.) 

Ingredients. 


Paris  green 4 ozs. 

Fresh  slacked  lime 1 lb. 

Water 50  gals. 


Make  a paste  of  tlie  Paris  green  with  a little  water.  Make  the  lime  into  milk  of 
lime  with  water.  Mix  all  together  and  add  water  to  make  the  required  amount. 

Paris  green  is  a lieavy  powder  and  does  not  remain  long  in  suspension ; hence  it 
must  be  kept  constantly  stirred  when  using.  Be  sure  that  good  lime  is  used  to 
prevent  burning  of  foliage.  Apply  witli  spray  pump.  London  purple  may  be  used 
in  place  of  Paris  green,  but  is  not  usually  so  reliable. 

Paris  green  or  London  purple  can  generally  be  used  to  advantage  with  Bordeaux 
mixture,  making  a combined  fungicide  and  insecticide.  Use  in  the  proportions  given 
above,  viz.,  4 ounces  Paris  green  to  50  gallons  Bordeaux  mixture. 

Spray  No.  15. — Lye  and  Soap  Wash. 

(For  winter  use  only.) 

Ingredients. 


Concentrated  lye 1 Ib. 

Whale  oil  soap 1 lb. 

Water  5 gals. 


Directions. 

Dissolve  the  lye  and  soap  in  the  water,  heated.  The  mixture  may  be  applied 
with  a swab  or  brush,  or  with  the  spray  pump  if  used  warm.  One  thorough  applica- 
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tioii  in  tlie  fall  and  another  before  growth  coininenceH  in  the  spring  should  be  made 
when  used  against  woolly  aphides.  This  is  also  an  excellent  wash  to  remove  moss  or 
lichen  from  trees  and  bushes,  and  for  this  purpose  alone  half  the  amount  of  soap  is 
sufficient. 

For  further  information  regarding  insect  pests  and  spraying  mixtures  see  Horti- 
cultural Bulletin,  which  can  be  obtained  from  members  of  the  Board,  or  by  application 
to  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  Victoria. 

% 

11.  Where  pests  or  fungous  diseases  are  found  to  exist  during  the  growing  season, 
while  the  trees  are  in  leaf,  spraying  must  be  d(jiie  and  such  remedies  applied  as  shall 
be  recommended  by  or  under  authority  of  the  Board  from  time  to  time,  so  that  the 
insects  or  diseases  can  at  least  be  held  in  check  until  the  stronger  washes  of  the 
dormant  season  can  be  safely  applied. 

Destruction  of  Packages. 

12.  All  boxes,  crates  or  other  packages  or  wrappings  which  have  contaiiuM 
infected  nursery  stock  shall  be  destroyed  by  lire  immediately  after  the  removal  of  the 
contents  thereof. 

llo'p-fields. 

13.  Where  hop-helds  are  infected  with  the  hop-louse,  spraying  must  be  done  as 
the  Board  from  time  to  time  shall  recommend. 

Quarantine  Regulations. 

14.  Transportation  companies,  express  companies,  wharfingers,  or  warehousemen 
receiving  or  conveying  nursery  stock,  trees,  ])lants  or  fruit  shall  in  no  case  deliver,  oi‘ 
cause  to  be  delivered,  such  nursery  stock,  trees,  plants  or  fruit,  or  any  portion  thereof, 
to  the  owners,  consignees,  or  any  other  person  whatsoever,  without  the  written  per- 
mission of  the  quarantine  or  inspecting  officer.  All  imported  nursery  stock,  trees  and 
plants  shall,  before  being  distributed  in  any  part  of  British  Columbia,  be  delivered  at 
the  Provincial  Disinfecting  Station  in  Vancouver,  and  there  unpacked,  inspected,  and, 
if  necessary,  treated  according  to  regulations  of  the  Board,  and  after  such  inspection 
and  treatment  shall  be  carefully  re-packed  and  forwarded,  with  all  possible  dispatch, 
to  its  destination,  accompanied  with  a certificate  of  the  inspecting  officer. 

Inspection  Fees. 

(On  Nursery  Stock,  Trees  and  Plants.) 

15.  The  fees  for  inspection  of  apple,  pear,  plum,  cherry  and  other  fruit  trees  shall 
be  as  follows : 


On  all  consignments  numbering— 

Under  100  trees $2  50 

100  trees  and  under  250  3 50

And  for  every  additional  500  trees  or  fraction  thereof  over  500,  SI  additional. 

For  other  nursery  stock  the  fees  shall  be  as  follows  : — 

$2.50  on  $25.00  in  value  or  fraction  thereof. 

$3.50  on  any  consignment  over  $25.00  and  up  to  $50  in  value ; and  five  per 
cent,  additional  on  the  value  over  $50.00. 

When  nursery  stock,  trees  or  plants  are  found  to  be  infected  with  insect  pests  or 
diseases,  a charge  of  fifty  per  cent,  will  be  added  to  the  foregoing  rates  to  pay  expenses 
of  the  quarantine  officers  for  supervising  disinfection  and  subsequent  inspections. 

(On  Fruit.) 

On  fruit — viz.,  apples,  pears  and  quinces — the  minimum  fee  shall  be  $1.00  for 
any  number  of  boxes  up  to  33,  and  all  in  excess  of  this  number  shall  be  at  the  rate  of 
three  cents  per  box.  On  fruit  packed  in  barrels  the  fee  shall  be  $1.00  for  any 
number  of  barrels  up  to  ten,  and  for  any  number  of  barrels  over  ten  the  fee  shall  be 
at  the  rate  of  10  cents  per  barrel;  on  peaches  at  the  rate  of  14  cents  per  box,  the 
minimum  charge  being  $1.00. 

It  is  furthermore  provided  that  all  other  varieties  of  fruit  shall  be  subject  to 
inspection,  if  deemed  necessary,  on  the  same  terms  and  subject  to  the  same  fees  as 
those  above  mentioned.  Certified  invoices  will  be  required.
